REPORT    TO    THE    LISTENER 


Dear  KPFK  Listener, 

I  am  thankful  to  have  the  opportuni- 
ty to  write  to  you  again  at  the  end  of  the 
year  (my  first  full  year  at  KPFK).  I  wrote 
you  a  letter  similar  to  this  in  December  of 
1993.  I  asked  for  your  help,  your 
patience,  your  suggestions  and  ideas.  I 
received  generous  amounts  of  all  of  this 
from  the  thousands  of  KPFK's  listening 
family.  I  hope  you  feel  the  same  about 
the  promises  I  made  on  behalf  of  myself 
and  the  staff  of  KPFK.  We  hope  you  feel 
we  delivered  on  our  promises.  We  think 
we  did! 

We  promised  to  give  the  kind  of 
coverage  on  news  and  public  affairs  that 
no  other  radio  station  in  Southern 
California  does.  We  covered  the  begin- 
ning and  actual  uprising  in  Mexico,  and 
followed  up  with  news  every  day,  including  the  elections.  We  covered  the 
Haiti  uprisings,  and  we  are  still  covering  it  daily.
